572. A method for accelerating movement of a nanoparticle to an electrode 
surface comprising the steps of: 

providing at least one type of nanoparticle bound to a charged first member of a 
specific binding pair and an electrode surface including a second member of a specific 
binding pair; 

contacting the nanoparticle and the surface under conditions effective to allow 
binding between the first and the second members of the specific binding pair; and 

subjecting the nanoparticle to an electrical field so as to accelerate movement of 
the nanoparticle to the surface and facilitate binding between the first and second 
members of the binding pair. 

573. The method of claim 572 wherein the specific binding pair comprises an 
antibody/antigen. 

574. The method of claim 572 wherein the specific binding pair comprises a 
receptor/ligand.
